LATE ARRIVALS. 

Among the stables whicl have lately come 
to Dexter Park is that controlled by Ashley 
Brothers, who have in training some stock quite 
likely to be better known by trotting men in a 
season or two. They have, among other good 
ones,the well-shaped sorrel gelding Hudson,out 
of Volunteer, and half-brother to Bodine. He 
has trotted several races this fall, and been 
lucky enough to get off with a record of 2:45, 
though he will lower those figures considerably 
when asked. A pair of beautiful bay mares, 
each 7 years old, form no little attraction to the 
stable. They are called Lady McFatridge and 
Jennie Holton, and are in perfect trim. The 
first is out of Woodford’s Mambrino, and 
the second from Bockus’ breeding. Their 
form and trim are creditable to Mr. 
Nelson, the veteran trainer, and Mr. Shears, 
who presides at the stables. Beside these 
oider trotters, the Ashleys have three attractive 
and weil-bred colts which they are getting into 
shape. They will make several entries if there 
is a fail meeting at Dexter Park, and will also 
trot in one or two classes at Davenport and 
Galesburg. 

TEN PER CENT ENTRANCE. 

From present appearances it would seem that, 
after this season, the Trotting Associations 
which form what is known as the Septilater- 
al,“ will return to the old system of 10 per cent 
entrance fees, with no deductions in case a 
horse is drawn. 

Up to the present season this was the in- 
variable rule all over the country, and wherever 
a change has been made the result has 
been, to say the least, unpleasant, and 
in many cases disastrous. Especially is this 
true of the associations at Rochester, Pough- 
keepsie, and Hartford, and as matters now 
stand it is altogether probable that Springfield 
will be included in the list of wounded. Here- 
tofore the associations composing the Septi- 
lateral have had matters pretty much their own 
way, and when a move was made by them the 
small-fry tracks all over the country made haste 
to follow their lead,in the blind belief that such 
acourse could not fail of being attended with 
beneficial results. Last winter, when the repre- 
sentatives of the associations constituting the 
Septilateral held their annual meeting for the 
purpose of arranging programmes, etc., for the 
present season, the plan of making the entrance 
fee 10 per cent, half forfeit in case a horse 
did not start, was broached, and 
after some discussion adopted. It was 
thought that by amending the former 
rule in this manner alarger number of entries 
would be secured, thereby profiting the associa- 
tions interested, and that the horsemen would 

also save money in case, as often happens, their 
horses should be unable to start at any 

lar meeting. The result has not been what was 
expected, and Tu Taisune is intormed on good 
authority-that the associations at the Eastern 
end of the Septilateral are feeling rather sick in 
consequence. 

At the first three meetings, Cleveland, Buf- 
falo, and Rochester, the starters in every race 
were numerous and the associations reaped 
large profits, but the tracks at Utica, Pongh- 
keepsie, and Hartford have suffered, and in 
races that at Cleveland and Buffale commanded 
a large field of starters but a beggarly array 
hasqmeppeared. The explanation of this 
is t@emplicity itself, At the beginning 
of the season a great. many men 
who ewned fast horses decided to enthr them at 
all the Septilateral meetings, on account of the 
5 per cent forfeit clause in the conditio * 
ing that, in case the company was too fast for 
their horses, they would lose but a small amount 


been 10 per cent, pay or play, these same men 
would have entered their horses at but two or 
three of the meetings. 

A forcible illustration of the legitimate result 
of the 5 per cent plan was had at Hartford last 
Wednesday, when the 2:29 race was called, and 
two horses, Trio and Planter, responded to the 
judges’ bell, and went through the farce of trot- 
ting around the track four times, Planter drop- 
ping one heat, probably in order to better 
“milk”? the pool-box. The entries to 
this race numbered fourteen, being about 
the same as at the other Septilateral 
meetings. The purse was $2,500, of which 
the Association saved $625, second and third 
money, by the appearance of but two horses. 
But it lost $1,500 by the failure of the other 
horses to start, om the supposition that all of 
them paid the 5 per cent forfeit, which is not 
at alllikety. The audience also was disgusted 
by the sight of two horses engaged in a mock 
contest of speed, when the advertisement and 
programme of the day contained as starters the 
names of fourteen horses. 

The same condition of affairs existed to some 
extent in the other races. Where a dozen were 
entered a quartet would start, and the merits 
of these were so well known that all interest tu 
the race was lost. The officers of the Septilat- 
eral Associations well know that the success 
of their meetings depends entirely on keeping 
ailve the popular interest in them, and can 
plainly see that the exhibitions at Poughkeepsie 


against the success of these tracks in the fu- 
ture. 

There is but one remedy for this evil, and 
that is for all the associations to return to the 
old rule of 10 per cent entrance, with the addi- 
tion of enforcing the clause in the National As- 
sociation rules, that all nominatious shall be 
accompanied by the entrance money. This rule 
has never been enforced, from the fact that un- 
til within a short time the associations, owing to 
the scarcity of trotting-horses, have in a measure 
been bidding against each other for entries, and 
none of them have had the courage to live up to 
the rules for fear of offending and driving away 
from their tracks the very men whose assistance 
was necessary to their success. Now, all this is 
changed. ‘rotting-horses are as plenty as 
grasshoppers in Kansas, and there is hardly a 
man in this country, from the bloated 
bondholder to the . County bump- 
kin, but imagines t he has ‘a 
trotter of merit; ope that is bound to win 
fame and fortune for its owner. Scores of these 
lunkhead trotters have been entered in races 
all over the country for some time, but it was 
not until the present season that they invaded 
the Septilateral. But they have done their 
work well, as the members of many an assp- 
ciation—as they on the long list of horses 
with highfalutin titles that were entered with 
so much pomp, but never paid the money—can 
testify. It cost these backwoods trotters noth- 
ing to enter. Their owners merely sent the 
names of their plugs to the different associa- 
tions, and then traveled to Cleveland. They 
paid their entrance-money there, end went into 
a race.

KILLING THE WRONG MAN. 
Another murder was last evening added 
the already long list of similar crimes.

Jackson street, of about $60 worth of wines. 
For this crime he was bound over to the Crimi- 
nal Court in $300 bail, in default of which he 
lingered for a time in jail. Tuesday last he ob- 
tained a release on a bond given for his appear- 
ance by Dan Webster, of Bller“ avenue, the 
. — bailer of the colored population. 
hrown out of a situati and having a para- 
lyzed wife at home troubied with the eare of 
two children, Smith yielded to his misfortunes 
and took to drink. . Sead 2 these 


feuds, and determined to settle them 
with the least possible trouble to himself. e 
in particular, with a man named Perry Hersey, 
employed as a bartender in Reuben Smith’s 
„% Palace saloon, at 129 Fourth avenue, troubled 
him most. About two months ago Hersey 
kicked him out of the place, and threatened to 
brain him if he ever showed himself in that vi- 
cinity again. The reason for this summary con- 
duct is alleged by Curtis to have beeh the machi- 
nations of Mamie Brooks, a white prostitute 
living over the saloon. Smith did some small 
favors for one of the inmates named Mamie, 
thereby incurring the enmity of the proprietress, 
who ultimately refused him entrance to the 
house, Hersey took her side and battled for it 
as best he knew.

We are glad to notice that the common, 
tendency of lawyers and small official’ to 
abuse their privilege by extracting from wit- 
nesses a mass of evidence extraneous to the 
case under examination, either for the pur- 
pose of brow-beating or confusing the wit- 
nesses, or to pander to a morbid. and de- 
praved curiosity, is eliciting condemnation 
in England as well as this country. In its 
comments on the Bravo poisoning case, the 
London Times took occasion to say: 

But it must also be said that public feeling has 
been revolted by the manner in which this investi- 
gation has been conducted, and by the lengths to 
which it has been pushed. When the fact of the 
previous existence of a criminal connection be- 
tween Dr. Gurt and Mrs. Bravo had been estab- 
lished, the main object of the exposure had been 
gained, and it was a cruel, and even a barbarous, 
act to subject a most unhappy woman to hours of 
cross-examination for the mere purpose of elicit- 
ing details of this connection, and even, as in one 
instance, of endeavoring to extort the circum- 
stances under which, nearly six years ago, this 
fatal passion arose. It was at this point that Mrs. 
Bravo, with a perfectly just indignation, turned 
upon her torturers, and refiised to answer any 
more questions respecting Dr. GuLLY. 

There was apparently no other purpose in 
this inquisition than to expose to the public 
gaze the details of a Maison, and to excite still 
further the public taste for sensationalism 
and nastiness. The effect of such course in 
all trials and public investigations is to lower 
the standard of public morals; and, so far as 
the parties to the scandal are concerned, it 
was an unwarranted proceeding, the recog- 
nition of which enables lawyers to probe and 
expose the private affairs of any person who 
may be called on the witness-stand. The 
Times was entirely correct in speaking of it 
as a disgrace to the Court which allowed it 
and to the manliness of every one who was 
in the least degree responsible for it.” 


THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORES. | 
The question of abolishing the Board of 
Public Works, which has been recommended 
by Mayor Harn, will come up before the 
Council at the regular meeting to-morrow. 
An ordinance providing for this would not, 
under the terms of the charter, go into effect 
until the heginning ef the next municipal 
year; but should such an ordinance be adopt- 
ed now we have no doubt that the present 
members of the Board (Messrs. Paivprviixz, 
Tompson, and Wax.) would retire at once 
in order that it might be put into operation 
immediately. The abolition of this Board 
and the substitution of a single Commission- 
er of Public Works would be in keeping with 
the spirit and intention of the present charter, 
and follow out the policy already practiced by 
the abolition of the Board of Police and the 
Board of Health. It is not’ unlikely, there- 
fore, that the Board will be abolished. We 
know that it has been recommended by 
Mayor HArR only after deliberate consider- 
ation and upon a mature conviction that it 
will be in the interests of public economy. 
The chief objection that has been urged 
against the proposition is that the geo- 
graphical division of the city into three parts 
seems to demand a separate representation of 
each part in the Public Works Department, 
and that this is attained by having a Board 
of three members, with one from the West, 
one from the South, and one from the North 
Division. But any advantage that this geo- 
graphical representation may secure to each 
division in the equable distribution of favors 
is more than offset, we are inclined to 
think, by the disadvantages to the city at 
that result from an increase of ex- 
penditures incident to the system. 80 long 
as each of the three members of the Board 
himself as the special representative 
of his Division he necessarily uses all his in- 
fluence in behalf of his immediate constitu- 
ents. This naturally leads to trading. 
The representative of the West Di- 
vision will agree that the demands 
of the North Division shall be satis- 
fied if the representative of the North 
Division will concede the demands of the 
West Division, and soon. We say that this 
is the natural tendency of that system of 
without meaning to impute 
any bad motives to, the present Board. If, 
on the other hand, the responsibilities were 
concentrated in a single Commissioner, he 
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| will, in the nature of things, be disposed to 
conduct the department more strictly and 
economically. 

The interests of the city are certainly not 
likely to be affected injuriously by substitut- 
ing a single Commissioner for the present 
Board of three Commissioners. It is ad- 
mitted that no more public works of magni- 
tude will be undertaken by the city for many 
years tocome. The water, sewerage, street 
and sidewalk, bridge, tunnel, and viaduct 
systems are fully adequate to the demands 
of the city for years to come. Two or three 
hundred thousand people might be added to 
the population, filling up the vacané places 
inside the city limits, without requiring any 
further extension of public works. All that 
needs to be done is to maintain the public 
works in good condition and at the lowest 
possible cost. One good, practical man, de- 
voting his entire time to the management 
of the Department, will be more likely to 
perforfa this duty in an economical and 
business-like manner than three men unde 
the old system; and, in any event, he wil 
be personally and constantly responsible to 
the Mayor and Council in a degree which a 
semi-independent Board is always able to 
avoid.

WOMAN AS A POLITICAL PURIFIER. 

Recent events call fresh attention to this 
oft-agitated topic. It has been rather a 
favorite argument with the advocates of 
woman-suffrage that the confessed corruption 
of politics could be purified by the admission 
of woman to the ballot-box and to civil 
office. The existing evil was due, it was 
argued, to man’s grosser nature and less 
delicate moral perceptions. Man is a coarse 
being; he is selfish also. He has long been 
accustomed to think of government asa con- 
venience forgaining personal and party ends, 
and to use politics as a cunning device for 


securing power and pelf. Hence, even when 


his conscience sometimes protests against 
the corruption, he silences its voice by de- 
claring that nothing is practicable in the 
direction of reform. He has no courage, no 
faith, no hope. 

But, allow woman to come to the front, 
with her sensitive moral nature, it is said, 
and a new face will be put upon things. 
Her delicacy of feeling, her tenderness 
of conscience, her habit of always 
asking first for the right and 
wrong of a question, will revolutionize 
affairs. A new element will be intro- 
duced and made supreme. Her enthusiastic 
impulses. and her hopeful temperament will 
refuse to despair when confronted with the 
obstacles which discourage man. She will 
investigate all the dark proceedings, and dis- 
close the mystery of iniquity. Her very 
presence at the ballot-box would send dismay 
to the hearts of the wicked. She would ele- 
vate only the honest and capable to office. 
She would elect Prohibitionists to the State 
Legislatures, and put a stop tothe traffic in 
intoxicating drinks. Every reform would 
find in her an efficient and unwavering advo- 
cate. And were she in, office, were she re- 
sponsibly conducting government, corrup- 
tion would be impossible. Who would dare to 
approach a pure, intelligent, and refined lady 
with a corrupt proposition? Her look of 
scorn, her glance of indignation, would burn 
and blast the base proposer of a bribe! 

Such is the theory; and it reads nicely in 
the columns of a Woman’s-Suffrage paper, 
aud has a taking sound when heard on the 
platform, calling back the answerfgg ap- 
plause of an appreciative and sympathetic 
audience. But some (of both sexes) were 
always incredulous on this point. They 
were troubled with doubts, notwithstanding 
their experience of the many good qualities 
of the female sex. There, for instance, was 
the Hebrew tradition of the fall of man, 
which the theory did not quite account for. 
Why did the serpent choose the woman, 
rather than the man, for his seductive at- 
tack? Why choose the higher, the morally 
more sensitive nature? And how come it 
that she yielded, instead of driving the 
tempter away in shame, to try whether he 
might not have more success with her coarser- 
fibred husband. Alas, this is a great stum- 
bling-block! It seems like atypical case, 
prophetic of a long series of facts, and in- 
dicating that woman’s strong feelings and 
eager desires would ever prove a weak side 
to her moral nature, and that man could be 
most readily reached and corrupted through 
his love for woman. But that starts us with 
a bad outlook for purity in politics through 
female influence 

For we must consider that with this con- 
stitutional inlet for temptation woman’s en- 
trance into politics would not exactly be the 
coming of an angel into the midst of corrup- 
tion. It would be but the advent, amid 
powerful temptation, of a very sensitive na- 
ture, which already had wrong tendencies 
within it. In other words, it would still be 
human nature in politics. Sin unfortunately 
knows no sex, Sacred history therefore re- 
cords a Mrs. Portrnan as a danger to young 
JosEPH ; tells us that where a great King fell 
into impurity, Barusuxpa was as willing as 
Davi; shows that the inspiration of Anas 
in his evil courses was his wife. JEzEBEL in- 
forms us that when Hxnop beheaded Joun 
the Baptistit was in reluctant answer to the 
request of Heropias and her daughter, to 
whom the ghastly head was carried on a 
platter; and states that the ambition of 
James and Jon to have the places of honor 
and power on the right and left hand of the 
Messiah in His expected political kingdom 
was instigated by their mother, SLO. 

Secular history as little shows that purity 
always goes into politics with woman. It 
rather brings to light a special love of in- 
trigue and management, and a disposition to 
resort without scruple to the most conven- 
ient instrumentalities. Such was often the 
female influence and method under Oriental 
despotisms, in Imperial and afterwards in 
Papal Rome, at the Court of Russia, and in 
the checkered history of France, whether 
under Kings, Consuls, or Emperors. The 
marked appearance of woman in the political 
scene generally was accompanied with a cul- 
mination of evil; as though corruption had 
gained its lowest depth. This argues nothing 
against the character of the sex at large, but 
only that it is little fitted to withstand. the 
peculiar temptations of political life. Am- 
bition, luxury, vanity, sensuality, revenge, 
make appeal to other than male hearts, and 
the corrupt atmosphere of courts has not 
been due merely to the presence of man. 

Take our own City of Washington, and 
what a revelation we have recently had of 
political corruption, in which the two sexes 


row, or with sneers, on every side. It has 
long been known that political favors in that 
Capital were often to be obtained through the 
agency of certain lady brokers, who acted as 
.. go-betweens, and who, in return for money, 
could influence appointments to office and 
votes in Congress. Very curiously, the con- 
duct of Mrs. Berxnar has served to test the 


female standard of moral iudament in an 
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the Woman's Journal, the result of his ap- 
plication to five ladies of his acquaintance 
for their opinion of the conduct of Mrs. 
BzitxwaP. He confesses that but one of 
them condemned the act out and out, as a 
man would do; that one justified it entirely ; 
and that three only disapproved of the in- 
creased prices which the soldiers were com- 
pelled to pay to the sutler! The dishonor of 
taking a bribe, the corruption that seizes up- 
on all appointments to office, the moment 
the principle is allowed that selfish consider- 
ations are to control him who has the ap- 
pointing power, had no influence on four out 
of the five ladies! Yet these were cultivated 
women, and of one of them Mr. Ha- 
Ginson says that her moral standard is 
rather exacting,” and that her ‘‘ absolute di- 
rectness and truthfulness would drive 
Cuarues Reape to despair.” Mr. Hicarson 
thinks that if women were more in politics 
they would understand these things better. 
Alas, we fear that, as with men, something 
more would be wanting than understanding, 
and that contact with temptation might 
blunt rather than sharpen moral perception. 
And the revelations recently made in Chica- 
go as to the efforts of certain ladies to influ. | 
ence the Board of Education to appoint a 
lady as the Assistant Superintendent sadly 
confirm this view, manifesting far more poli- 
cy than principle, anda remarkable readiness 
to resort to corruption to help the cause.” 
The truth is that women are often less 
nice and accurate than men on questions of 
business dealing and public morals. Clergy- 
men say they have never found it half as 
hard to convince men as to convince women 
that the raffles, grab-bags,. ring-cakes, etc., 
at benevolent fairs were of the same nature 
as lotteries, and were, therefore, to be con- 
demned as instruments of gambling. Why, 
it raises so much money for agood object,” 
the ladies always thought to be a sufficient 
answer: as if no one had ever censured do- 
ing evil that good might come. This ten- 
dency of the female mind to seize a present 
advantage, to think everything to be right 
which helps the cause,” would be a fruitful 
source of demoralization in politics, even in 
the better class. If now be added the tempta- 
tions which would assail those of weak moral 
principle, who, to gain envied dress, or posi- 
tion, or money, might be solicited to evil, in 
many ways, in the devious paths of politics, 
it strikes us that it is quite as likely that pol- 
itics would corrupt the women as that the 
women would purify the politics. 


THE HAY-FEVER CLUB. 

The tendency of human kind to aggregate 
itself is notorious, Given a certain number 
of human beings, having a certain foible, 
weakness, or hobby, and immediately they 
gather about a common centre and stick to it 
like iron filings to a magnet. There are 
clubs for the collection of bugs and catching 
of fish ; clubs for the sailing of yachts and 
playing of croquet; kennel clubs for the 
training of dogs, and rodent clubs for the 
hunting of rats; literary clubs for the con- 
sumption of Cnavom and cheese, and da- 
matic clubs for the destruction of Bier und 
Brod; undertakers’ clubs for hearsing, and 
musical clubs for rehearsing ; clubs of gush- 
ing young creatures for. social enjoyment, 
and clubs of other young creatures for social 
misery: fat men’s clubs and lean men’s 
clubs; clubs for hunting, target-shooting, 
base-ball playing, whisky-drinking, faro- 
banking, church-furnishing, scandal-monger- 
ing, euchre-playing, and so on ad infinitum. 
These clubs hitherto have been devoted om 
tensibly to purposes of entertainment, the 
idea being that an aggregation of human 
beings can extract more comfort out of a 
hobby than the individual. Hereafter, how- 
ever, we may expect the speedy formation of 
clubs for purposes of mutual sympathy and 
lamentation, a bright example having been 
set in the organization of the Hay-Fever 
Club. 

The credit of this novel association 
to be due to the Rev. wr Wan en 
who, sitting in his cave of gloom even 
wishing that he were dead, wiping his weep- . 
ing eyes and blowing his itching nose, 
fancied that his individual discomfort might 
be materially lessened by contemplating an 
aggregation of red noses and watery eyes. 
The basis of his theory is undoubtedly cor- 
rect. There is solid comfort when you are 
in affliction in knowing that your neighbor is 
afflicted also. If your house burns down, 
you feel less sorrow provided your neigh- 
bor’s house burns down also, and, if the whole 
block lies in ashes, there is a certain 
amount of actual conflagatory comfort 
about it. Rheumatic old ladies suffer 
less if they can have other rheumatic 
old ladies with whom to compare aches 
and pains. Actuated by some such feeling 
as this, Mr. Buren has collected all his 
wheezing and sneezing friends, and extended 
also an irvitation to all others whose noses 
blaze like beacons what time the farmer 
gathers the fragrant hay into his lofts, and 
banded them together mto a common aggre- 
gation of human misery. The programme is 
substantially as follows: When the Rose 
cold commences its ravage upon the col- 
lective nose, the Club packs its trunks. 
When the July cold sets in, the Club gathers 
its families about it, takes a weeping good- 
by, mounts the stage-coach, blows its aggre- 
gate nosé at each village it passes, thereby 
obviating the expense of the ordinary horn- 
blower, and arrives at Bethlehem, where it 
settles down to the serious business of enjoy- 
ing the autumnal catarrh, which appears to 
be the climax of this favorite but 
aristocratic disease. The hay-fever is none 
of your vulgar diseases like small-pox 
or measles. Like the gout, it is fastidious, 
and selects for its development the aris- 
tocratic noses of eminent preachers, gifted 
lawyers, languid ladies who toil not, like the 
lily, and opulent ex-Quartermasters. The 
sons of toil never have it. It passes them by 
like the idle wind. Bethlehem is the head- 
quarters of the Eastern Hay-Fever Club ; 
Mackinac of the Western ; but on stated occa- 
sions East and West clasp hands and blow 
yoses together across the catarrhal chasm. 
Hitherto the peaceful villagers of Bethlehem 
have passed their summers in delightful re- 
pose, enjoying the otium cum dig of rural 
life, the songs of the birds, the lowing of 
kine, the fragrant breath of the clover and 
timothy, and the bland and balmy breezes 
that blow from its mountain altitude; but, 
since the advent of the Hay-Fever Club, the 
Arcadian dream has vanished, dissipated by 
the blowing of hundreds and thou- 
sands of sonorous noses Bxrrcuzr, with 
streaming eyes, traverses its grass- 
grown streets, wishing a better man 
were in his place. Grant Goopgica, waving 
his new bandanpa, answers the salute of the 
morning cock with a blast from his sonorous 
nose. All day long watery, itching men and 
women go about the streets wheezing, sneez-

gether and making annual pilgrimages to 
hygienic spots? How long will it be before 
we shall have one-armed clubs and one- 
legged clubs? How long will it be before 
the man who was blown up with gunpow- 
der, the boy with six fingers on one hand, 
the woman with the wen, and all the other 
street-corner monstrosities, will aggregate 
themselves into clubs and make periodical 
onslaughts upon afflicted municipalities with 
hand-organs, hurdy-gurdies, and accordions? 
With this alarming prospect in view, Mr. 
Bxronxn's efforts to organize hay-fever and 
concentrate catarrh bode serious results to 
individual comfort. It is an open question 
whether a man who is rich and aristocratic 
enongh to have hay-fever ought not to be 
compelled to enjoy it alone, instead of intro- 
ducing it into the whole body politic as a 
social institution. 

THE ELECTION OF THE NEXT POPE. 

A few weeks ago there was a cable dispatch 
to the effect that the Italian Catholic Society 
for vindicating the rights of Christians gen- 
erally, and the Romans particularly, in elect- 
ing the next Pope, bas incurred the displeas- 
ure of the present Pontiff. Later English 
papers bring the intelligence that the Major 
Excommunication has been pronounced 
against the members and supporters of that 
Society. The object of the Society as an- 
nounced is to revise the original mode of 
electing pastors, Bishops, and all members 
of ‘the hierarchy, by the votes of the people 
and clergy, and the election of the Pope by 
the clergy and people of Rome. It was 
stated or intimated that the Government of 
Italy contemplated some legislation on this 
subject favorable to the object of this So- 
ciety; but the Italian Minister of Peace and 
Justice, in answer to an inquiry, has an- 
swered that, while sympathizing with the ob- 
ject, a similar measure proposed by him in 
the discussion of the Papal guarantees was 
rejected, and he has no thought that a like 
proposition now would receive any more fav- 
orable action from the Legislature. Until 
popular opinion is more educated up to the 
point than it now is, no favorable considera- 
tion can be expected from Parliament. Since 
then the announcement has been made that, 
within the Church itself, steps have been 
taken simplifying the mode of electing a 
Pope. It is just possible that this latter action 
has been taken as a precaution, and to enable 
the Sacred College to anticipate any action 
by the Italian Government to take the 
election of the Pope out of the hands of the 
Cardinals and place it in the hands of the 
people of Rome: The policy of Victron Ex- 
MaNUEL's Government has been that of abso- 
lute non-intervention in ecclesiastical mat- 
ters, and to confing the operations and su- 
premacy of the State to matters purely polit- 
ical. It would seem, therefore, that, unless 
the Government should resolve to abandon 
this policy, it will not interfere to take the 
election of the Pope outside of the body 
where the power has existed so long to give 
it to the people of Rome. 

The mode and manner of appointing Bish- 
ops of the Church have varied at times and 
places. Originally the pastors Were selected 
by the people over whom they were to pre- 
side. Some of the most illustrious prelates 
of the early Church were thus selected. In 
time this method, like all things human, led 
to abuses, and there were contested elec- 
tions, and rivalries, and angry contentions, 
leading to divisions and strifes not only be- 
tween claimants, but between factions of the 
people. The last appeal was, of course, to 
Rome. Regulations differing at times and in 
countries were adopted. The union of the 
State and the Church led to the appoint- 
ments of Bishops-by the sovereigns of the 
various countries. This in like manner led 
to abuses. The nomination of Bishops is 
now and has for a long time been vested ac- 
cording to circumstances variously, but the 
power of appointment is exercised at Rome. 

Similarly, the mode of electing the 
Pope has materially changed. At first he 
was elected as Bishops were, by the clergy 
and people of his immediate diocese. These 
elections, were in time prolific of conflicts. 
Finally, about 1059, Pope Nicholas II. con- 
stituted the College of Cardinals as the ex- 
clusive electoral body. The election of the 
Popes has been exercised by that body down 
to the present day. The disturbances which 
had actually taken place in the Church and 
among Governments growing out of disput- 
ed elections of Popes were cited as one of 
the reasons why these elections should be 
confined toa particular body of the prelates 
of the Church. In later days the Govern- 
ments of Austria, France, and Spain claimed 
the right of veto upon elections of Popes 
made by the College. This right has been 
recognized and admitted at times, and repu- 
diated at others, according to the peculiar 
circumstances of the case. 

In the Cullege of Cardinals there are rep- 
resentatives of nearly all countries, but the 
body itself may be said te be made up of 
Italians. All the Cardjnals of the present 
day, we believe, have been appointed by 
Pros [X., he having outlived all those who 
were members at the time of his election in 
1846. Practically, therefofe, the election of 
the Pope is in the hands, if not of Romans, 
at least of Italians. The claim that the peo- 
ple of Rome have any special right in the 
election of the Pope is hardly consistent with 
the existing condition of the Papacy. When 
the Pope was temporal Prince of Rome, as 
well as head of the Church, there may have 


which claims for the people and clergy of 
Rome the right to elect the Pope expressly 
denies any temporal authority of the Pope 
in that city or elsewhere. The London 
Saturday Review, in discussing the purposes 
of this Society, says: 


and people the vote which for the last eight cen- 
turies has been transferred to the College of Cardi- 
nals, may well be questioned. The Pope, on any 
theory of his office which makes it worth 
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least of the Cardinals are always 
between three and four centuries none but 


uestion, from the highest 
of a thurible or the cut of a sur- 
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plice, s! be regulated by congregations and 
tribunals mine-tenths of whose members are 
Italians. 

The Papal authorities choose to regard the 
civilized world as at war with the Church of 
Rome, and have idealized the word revo- 
lution” as anti-Catholic. Anything and 
everything in religion, science, art, or litera- 
ture which can be tortured by the severest 
construction as opposed to Papal supremacy, 
is put under the ban, as pertaining to “‘ The 
Revolution.” Thus, Roman Catholics who 
have enlisted in the Servian and Montene- 
grin anmies against the Turks are gravely 
warned that they have engaged in the Revo- 
lution, not against Turkey, but against the 
Church. So in all matters. All things, of 
whatever character or nature, which are not 
avowedly for the Church are designated gen- 
erally as part of the Revolution which is per- 
secuting the Church. Pros IX., who has 
already reached a most venerable age, gives 
no sign of failure or weakness in his physical 
health, and may live many years yet. But it 
is most likely that the College of Cardinals 
has already taken all necessary measures, 80 
that, on the happening of the death of the 
present Pontiff, the election of his successor 
will take place promptly and in advance of 
any interference by any Government either 
to control or prevent such election, or to ad- 
vance the cause of The Revolution.” 

THE CITY GAS BILIS. 

When Mr. Warm, the President of the 
City Gas-Light Company, which supplies the 
North and South Divisions, made his propo- 
‘sition to furnish the street gas for $21 per 
lamp per year, we advised the City Council 
to apt it if the estimate was made upon 
the basis of $1.50 per 1,000 feet, which is 
the price generally agreed upon as fair. We 
supposed that this was the basis of the esti- 
mate, as Mr. Warxtnes had previously stated 
that he would advise his Company to take 
$1.50 per 1,000. It seems that this is not 
the case. A writer in the Times has done 
the Gas Company an injustice by figuring 
out that the Company would actually receive, 
at the rate of $21 a lamp, afew cents more 
than $3 per 1,000, which is the rate of the 
old contract, and 50 cents higher than is paid at 
present. The principal error in this figuring 
is the omission of the fact that the proposed 
charge of $21 a lamp per year includes the 
cost of lighting, cleaning, repairing, and 
thawing in winter,—items that have hereto- 
fore been paid by the city separately and in 
addition to the regular gas-bills. In 1875 
Mr. Wartxins’ company was paid $31,000 for 
these items, and the average number of 
lamps in the North and South Divisions was 
4,900, making an average cost of a little 
more than $6 per lamp for the items now in- 
cluded in the proposition of $21 per lamp. 
Deducting this amount it leaves $15 per 
lamp per year as the payment for the gas 
consumed. The average time per year, ac- 
cording to the new table for light- 
ing and extinguishing, is 2,338 hours 
for each lamp, which, at the rate 
of 3 feet per hour, would consume 
7,014 feet in the year. At the rate of $1.50 
per 1,000, this would make the cost of each 
lamp $10.50 instead of $15 as proposed by 
Mr. Watkins, after deducting a fair estimate 
for lighting, cleaning, and repairing. His 


* 


proposition makes the city pay a little more 


than $2 per 1,000 feet. It may be that a 
margin has been left for the supply of gas 
during cloudy weather, though Mr. Warxnys’ 
proposition does not state this distinctly ; 
but, even if this is contemplated, the margin 
of 50 cents per 1,000 for the entire year is 
rather too liberal for the Gas Company, and 
seems to anticipate more cloudy weather 
than is at all probable or desirable. 

The Council will do better, on the whole, 
to insist that the proposition shall be made 
for a regular charge of $1.50 per 1,000 feet, 
and pay for the extra expenses of lighting, 
cleaning, and repairing at the same rates as 
heretofore. To accept the proposition made 
by Mr. Warxrns will be to make a saving of 
only 50 cents per 1,000 on the actual cost of 
the gas consumed, though it is agreed on all 
sides that $1 per 1,000 ought tobe saved. 
The bulk of the saving on the aggregate 
bills is made by a reduction in the size of the 
burner from 5 feet to 3 feet, and a reduction 
in the number of hours for lighting the 
lamps. But this isnot enough. The only 
advantage of paying around sum per lamp 
is in the possible discontinuance of test- 
meters, but even these would have to be re- 
tained in order to make sure that the city re- 
ceived as much gas as it was entitled to get. 
If Mr. Warmes and his Company have de- 
termined to furnish the city with gas at 
the rate of $1.50 per 1,000 feet, the fairest 
way will be to make a proposition to that ef- 
fect in plain terms. If not, then let the 
South Side Company be treated the same as 
the West Side Company, and oil-lamps 
adopted throughout the city for a couple of 
years. This will bring both companies to 
terms in the end. The sentiment of the 
people is opposed to ahy further temporizing 
with the gas monopolists.

HALSTED STREET. 
FIGURING FOR A BAILROAD TRACK. - 
About a year ago an application was made to 
the Secretary of State under the State incorpo- 
ration law for the formation of a company to 
construct in this city a certain street- 
railway, runnning from the foot of 
Lake street west to Desplaines, south on Des- 
plaines to Harrison, west on Harrison to Hal- 
sted, and south on Halsted to the Stock-Yards.

The whole of the creditors in 
Milwaukee and Chicago have combined to contest 
the scalping claims, and proceedings have been 
instituted by all of them in unison to defeat their 
sliowance.

8. W. Botkin, Register in Bankruptcy at 
Madison, the Chicago and Milwaukee 
‘merchants, by their attorney, objected to 
their allowance. The Register at once 
certiied- the matter to Judge Hopkins 
for his decision, for which the creditors are 
pow waiting. I am credibly informed that sev- 
eral copies of Tux TRiBuNE were produced con- 
taining the decisions of the Supreme Court of 
Uunols on the sub;ect of scalping, denouncing 
the whole system as gambling. 
Tie entire facts are these: John Green was 
s merchant, and not a dealer in wheat. He was 
trusted by the Chicago and Milwaukee mer- 
chants on the strengtu of his being a merchant, 
and that, from the legitimate sale of the goods 
which they trusted him and the profits 
made thereon, they would be paid their ac- 


 gounts. The statement as rendered shows that

ut no small degree of query in going off quite 
a distance from the other places of busin2ss to 
erect a block of stores such as he is now build 
ing. His enterprise bids fair to prove remuner- 
ative, even in these dull times, asa portion of 
the block has already been rented to one of the 
most substantial firms in the city—Shadbolt & 
Boyd, wholesale carriage and wagon ware, both 
iron and wood. 

Another purchase of real estate of some mag- 
nitude was made a short time ago by Mr. An- 
. brother of the above named, 
who is a wholesale grocer, doing a very large 
business on the northwest corner of East Water 
and Detroit streets. The purchase made 
was on the, opposite corner, directly east, of 
the property known as the Russell House. 
The price paid was $17,700. The property 
was under a rental of about $1,600, with a leone 
portion of the upper part vacant. The invest- 
ment was an excellent one, and in time will 
22 lucrative. The two corners are now owned 

y the two brothers, who are Germans. They 
came to Wisconsin nearly, if not quite, thirty 
years ago, They were then poor; both worked 
on a farm in ine County. Both are now 
quite rich; the older one, John Dahlman, is the 
owner of a very large amount of property in the 
city, — 2 ae gen upwards of $20,000 tax- 
es annually. th are men of the most ster- 
ling character and noted for their charitable 
deeds and generosity at all times. The bank 
building mentioned is being erected by Alexan- 
der Mitchell on the spot where he has so 
long transactei business, and where, I 
believe, he first started to accumulate 
the immense fortune he now possesses. 
No building in Wisconsin will bear the remotest 
comparison to Mt. Mitchell’s. The foundation 
is placed upon upwards of 2,000 piles, and upon 
which immense thick stones are laid, while in- 
verted arches of brick, interlaced with iron 
braces of great strength, tie the whole together. 
The basement st begins to show what the 
whole will be when completed. The exterior is 
of St. Cloud granite, with beveled edges, pre- 
senting 7 — phase of grim streugth and 
stern solidity rarely seen in this country. The 
work is done by the day; contracts are made 
only for material; a very small part of the con- 
struction is done vy contract. It will take until 
the fall of 1877 to complete the building ready 
for occupation. The entire cost will be nearly 
if not quite $400,000. It will be an almost per- 

tual monument to its owner. Men 
i Mr, Mitchell and John Plankinton 
are great benefactors. “They put their 
money back where they have made it.“ John 
Plankiuton has done more for the Fourth Ward 
than any other dozen men in it. The Plankin- 
ton House, one of the best hotels in the North- 
west, wag built by him, and he has but quite re- 
cently built a very large addition to it, and will 
undoubtedly extena it around the corner to 
West Water street as soon as a title can be ob- 
tained and a purchase made of the intervening 
ground. Both Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Plankin- 
ton are residents of the Fourth Ward, and both 
have residences of extraordinary beauty and 
elegance, while the grounds of each are kept in 
periect order. Mr. Mitchell’s surpasses any- 
thing for beauty in the city. Expensive addi- 
tions are being made this summer, including an 
observatory to the dwelling-house, from which a 
fine view of nearly the entire city can be ob- 
tained. 

As it is the custom with many persons when 
erecting buildings of more than ordinary per- 
manence, and which are of a public character, 
to have some motto or sentence cut into the 
stone, it is suggested, that for Mr. Mitchell’s 
bank, as the most appropriate, there should be 
a carving of the owner near the doorway, a 
clock noting 6 p. m. (three hours after the regu- 
lar time for closing a bank), and the words 
„Pass in, gentlemen, and get your gold.“ illus- 
trative — the time when a run was made upon 
his bank many years ago, and his keeping open 
till dark to redeem. I cannot forbear relating a 
story about this bank, as it is quite short. There

God.” He goes on to argue that, therefore, it 
is necessary for all to be educated as to that 
Bible and that God, else the oath would be 
valueless. He “cannot believe that Liberals 
and Catholies are prepared to go to the length 
of abolishing the use of the oath,” and must, 
therefore be inconsistent in desiring the omis- 
sion of Bible-reading in the schools. a 
I think „G. E. F.“ had better have informed 
himself on the matter before he rushed into 
print.

The manner in 
which an oath fs usually administered does away 
with all moral imp on that is seught in an 
oath, and tends to render the people indiffer- 
ent to its solemn meaning. The form of af- 
firmation seems to pledge the personal honor 
of the witness, which to many seems better 
than toinvoke the most high God, in such a 
flippant and almost blasphemous manner as is 
usual. This mumbling of oaths in courts, and 
rattling off of chapters of the Bible in secular 
schools to children in a hurry to get at their 
studies, are about on a par, and ol very little 
account. They blunt the moral sense rather 
than otherwise. 

But this claim of Puritan people that for this 
and that reason this country is proved to bea 
Christian country, and its Government and 
laws therefore justly should be under dictation 
of Christians or those who assume to class 
themselves such, is to an emphatic degree ab- 
eurd. There is nothing in the organic act creat- 
ing the national Government referring to 
Christianity. As tothe people, the most that 
could be claimed as Christians in the orthodox 
sense are the members of churches, and not 
one-twentieth of the nation are church 
members. Probably half of the church mem- 
bers would not pass muster as real Christians, 
taking Christ's teachings as sa standard. 
The nation, as to its business, jts so- 
ciety, its aims, and its sentiments, 
is vastly more Pagan than Christian. Ninety- 
nine men out of a hundred in this land, wheth- 
er in churches or out of them, conform ail their 
life and actions almost exactly to the principles 
which actuated the Pagans of old Greece, and 
by no manner whatever to the non-combatant, 
ws gana neiples laid down by Jesus.

The Prince of Wales 
eft behind him, at home, his mother, his wife, 
family, etc. The Prince ef Heaven also left His 
father’s home, etc. But the speaker observed 
ints of differences aleo in the circumstances of 
etwocases. The Prince of Wales had an invi- 
tation sent him froma certain class of people in 
India te visit that country. A la amount of 
money—some scores of thousands of pounds—had 
been voted be ng British Government to put in 
his pocket, which, no doubt, was to make up for 
the emptiness of his head. The Prince of Heaven 
had no invitation to visit his own country; he came 
penniless to a world, the dominion of which was 
claimed by the Prince of Darkness. The Prince of 
Wales went to India to gratify his own pleasure in 
hunting up and killing wild beasts, to patronize 
the cruel practice of putting dumb animals to 
fight and kill each other; to witness the de- 
grading habit of women dancing in almost a 
nude or naked state; and te accompany the 
ne le to their temples to participate in 
heir heathen worship. When the Prince of Heaven 
came to the earth He had no human habitation to 
receive him: a stable was His birthplace, and His 
clothes were the gifts of travelers (their original 
wearers). He came to execute a laborious and 
benevolent task—to elevate the people from moral 
degradation, to raisethe dead, to heal the sick, to 
suifer persecution, and at last to be put to death. 
The return home and the fruit left in the case of 
each mission also differed. The Prince of Wales 
was warmly welcomed home by hie family and the 
inhabitants of the towus through which he passed 
en his way. He also brought with him as a trophy 
of his travels a few animals; but where did he go 
the frst night after his return home’ Toa play- 
house—an act which was much praised, accordin 
to the Daily Telegraph published at the time. An 
what will be the effect and fruit of his conduct in 
India as already related.

CHESTER CATHEDRAL. 
STORY OF ITS RESTORATION. 
Providence Journal. 

Curster, Eng., Aug. 9.—Arriving in Chester 
yesterday morning, I found the quiet old town 
in a high state of excitement. The streets Were 
crowded, the buildings were covered with flags, 
the bells were ringing and chiming continually. 
It was a great day for Chester, as the ancient 
Cathedral, which had been undergoing the pro- 


cess of repair and renewal for the last ten years, 


was to be reopened in the afternoon with a mag- 
nificent service. I struck at once for the resi- 
dence of Dean Howson, who had been mainly 


instrumental in effecting the renovation of the 


Cathedral, and met with a most cordial recep- 
tion. 

here are your robes !“ was the first ques- 
tion; Bishops are rather scarce to-day, and for 


various reasons there would be something par- 


ticularly appropriate in having an American to 
join with us to-day.” 

I was obliged to say that I-must be allowed to 
fall into the rank and file, and such a rank and 
file I never saw before in the form of an ecclesi- 
astical procession. Preceded by the usual offi- 
cials, with their silver wands and marvelous 
outfit, first came a surpliced band of 100 choris- 


ters from various parts of the Kingdom, and 
then about 300 en of various orders, all 
in full costume taeir parti-colored hoods, 


with Oxford caps in their hands. Passing into 
the choir, which is about the size of our Grace 
Church, we could see the entire nave and tran- 
septs of the edifice crowded, no one being ad- 
mitted without a ticket, of which many thou- 
sands were distributed, while the clergy and 
choristers filled the entire choir. 

The service was simply the usual evening 
prayer, with a very sensible sermon by the 
Bishop of Rochester, but there was such an 
abundance of anthems and so many elaborate 
chants that the entire excercises occupied nearly 
three hours. I was much impressed with sev- 
eral facts that were given in the Bishop’s ser- 
mon. Thirty vears ago, he said, the question 
was whether the whole cathedral system should 
be given up as a poor failure, everything con- 
nected with these establishments was in a for- 
lorn, dilapidated condition, but, he added that 
within the last few years, 420, 000, 000 had been 
contributed sor the restoration of these venera- 
ble piles, and all the services were now conduct- 
ed with earnestness and zeal. Itis hard for us 
to comprehend what the renewal of one of these 
edifices means. To take out one stone after an- 
other. and replace it with anew one, cut and 
earved precisely like the former, to do the same 
with the elaborate wood-work, and make it all 
new without in any degree obliterating the fea- 
tures of antiquity, is a slow and costly work. It 
is something that will never be done in our land.
